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The second event is the BAA’s 5k and 1 mile Races, to be held on Sunday 17 
April. This event is held in downtown Boston, the day before the Boston 
Marathon. These races use the marathon’s finish line as the start and finish lines 
for all its races. This is another excellent event for hams new to public service to gain experience. Ham support for these 
races starts around 7:00 AM and ends before 11:30. 


The third event that BARC supports in April is the Run of the Charles Canoe and Kayak Race. Because of the Sunday holiday 
this year, the race will be held on Saturday, 30 April. The race runs along the Charles River from Needham to Allston. 
Assignment start times vary from 7:00 AM to 11:00 AM and finish times run from 10:00 am to 3:00 pm depending on the 
location. This race is a little more demanding to support than the MS Walk and the BAA event, but not all assignments are 
particularly difficult. If you are new to public service or have limited experience and want to support this event don’t be 
concerned. Assignment difficulties vary and can be based on experience. All hams no matter what their experience level are 
encouraged to volunteer for this event. 


You do not have to a member of BARC to volunteer for an event. | will be sending out a request for ham volunteers for these 
events just before or after the March General meeting. But you do not have to wait until then to volunteer. If you want to 
volunteer for one or more of these events just send me an email at kb1p@arrl.net stating which event/events you want to 
support.

The new frequency is: 443.550 MHz ( + ), PL 110.9 Hz. Check it out. 


Based on these reports and other measurements, further tuning and other improvements are in progress. Please continue 
checking and reporting to help make this repeater fully operational. 


February Meeting APRS update: 
Jim Bradley, KB1JKJ 


PCSat main purpose: The mission of the PCsat satellite is unique in the Amateur Satellite Service as it is designed to 
support the text messaging and position tracking (APRS) needs of mobiles and handhelds only and links into the terrestrial 
internet system. As such, the link margins to user OMNI antennas require downlinks in the 2 meter band. 


Digipeaters extend the coverage of the portable and mobile units much like a repeater but operating on a simplex 
frequency. They are usually located at a high location on a tower but can also be located at someone’s home to help fill in 
a certain area.

Old Business: 


Review the Bylaws and Articles of Organization and possibly recommend any changes: 
Linda, NA1I, submitted updated Bylaws and Articles of Organization which were merged into one document for review.

Type of Battery to buy and when? Where to store it? 
Tom stated that Bob, WA1IDA, preferred the AGM battery as being more suited to radio drain use since our present 
AGM has served well in our type of application. Discussion followed around Gel vs AGM (which we currently have). 
Linda NA1I uses only gelled electrolyte batteries and trusts her life to them. Additional discussion was about having a 
battery charger and a float charger to prevent sulfating. A motion was made and seconded to allow Linda NA1I to 
spend up to $300 to purchase a battery, battery charger and float charger. A unanimous vote followed approving the 
motion to spend up to $300.

New Business: 


Appoint a Field Day (June 25-26) committee: 
Tom, KB1P, suggested that Mark Duff, KB1EKN, and Geri Duff, KB1ISG, serve as co-chairpersons for the Field Day 
Committee. After a short discussion, the vote was unanimous for these appointments. 


Should the club buy an antenna that is easy to put up if so what type? 
Eric, KINUN, started the conversation with the reason why we needed an easy to put 
up antenna and showed us his Super Antennas, MP-1 Portable Travel Antenna which 
cost about $100. The MP-1 will fit into a small carrying kit and its universal mount 
allows it to be set up on most any object that is handy at any angle. 


Additional conversation compared the MP-1 to the Buddistick Portable Multi-Band 
Vertical Antenna ($140) which is another multi-band, portable antenna for 40m - 
10m. The Buddistick also comes with a carrying case. 


A motion was made and seconded to purchase one MP-1 and one Buddistick; this way the club would an antenna for 
each of the HF Radios. The motion passed and Eric was assigned to purchase the the MP-1 and Blake, K1BTH, will get 
the Buddistick. 


Should the club buy a 13 w solar charger/with regulator? 
No one felt that a solar charge would meet the clubs needs or would be effective at public service events. Members 
did agree that we needed some type of power supply for Field Day and public service events. Conversation changed to 
the need for a generator; after a lengthy discussion a motion was made and seconded to have Hank, K1QK purchase 
and store a Honda EU2000 generator for the club. 


Should the club add a new public service event? 
Name: 17th annual Brain Tumor Rides 
When: Sunday, 15 May 
Where: The rides start and end in Waltham and the races go through Lincoln, Concord, Carlisle and Acton. 


Rick Mines from the Brain Tumor organization gave a presentation on the organization and about the rides. There are 
three different routes: a 10mile, 25 mile and 50 Mile ride. Discussions followed after Rick left and a motion to support 
the ride was made and seconded. The vote was unanimous to support the Brain Tumor rides. Tom and Jim will follow 
up to determine the needs and how best to support the rides. 


Establish a Nominating Committee: 
Tom appointed Joe Harris, N1QD, and Hank Buccigross, K1QK, to serve on the Nominating Committee. It was approved 
by a unanimous vote. 


Should we hold an August Family picnic, if so when and where? 
Discussion was about having a get together in August or September to bring the club back together after the summer 
break. A number of locations were suggested including Larz Anderson, Houghton's Pond, and George’s Island. A 
decision was put off until Blake, K1BTH, can get more information on George’s Island. 


Other Business: 


SPARC Publishing Content and size: 
The issues of the content and how often The SPARC is published and how many pages each issue should consist of. A 
motion was made and seconded to have the editor use his judgment in determining the size and content of The SPARC. 
The motion passed and it was suggest the editor publish the due date for articles in an issue.

Tom brought up the idea of having a Swap Meet or a Flea Market, the conversation that was about having it a fall 
meeting and what the rules would be. While everyone like the idea further discussion was tabled until the June 
Business Meeting.

While operating an amateur station in a CEPT country, 
the US amateur must have a copy of the Public Notice, 
proof of US citizenship and evidence of their FCC license 
in their possession.

Check the Temperature to Find the Right Light 


Many people who tried compact fluorescent lamps (CFLs) early on were disappointed. The bulbs were remarkably bright 
but produced a harsh blue light. That’s too bad, because CFLs use far less electricity than an incandescent bulb, and they 
last a whole lot longer. Plus, CFLs are now offered in a wide array of styles based on “color temperature.” 


Color temperature, which is measured in degrees Kelvin (°K), describes the color of the light a bulb produces. In general, 
the higher the Kelvin temperature, the more blue the color. The intricacies of Kelvin ratings are complex, but to select 
bulbs you really just need to check out the chart below. It offers basic definitions of different bulb ratings. 


KELVIN RATING | CHARACTERISTICS OF THE LIGHT PRODUCED 

<3000°K “Warm White” or “Soft White” light. The type of bulb most of us have at home. 
3500°K “White” or “Bright White” light. Similar to soft white, but perceived as slightly brighter. 
4000°K “Cool White” light. Slightly brighter than bright white with a visible bluish tint. 

5000°K “Daylight” light. Perceived as the way things are lit on a bright, cloudless day. 


Be aware, though, that ratings can vary slightly. Most manufacturers adhere to a color temperature of 5000°K for a 
“daylight” bulb, but a few put this name on a 3,500°K bulb.

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THE BOSTON AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
ARTICLES OF ORGANIZATION AND 
BYLAWS 


Name 
This organization shall be known as the Boston Amateur Radio Club. 
(Hereinafter referred to as "The Club.") 


The Club was previously known as the American Red Cross Amateur 
Radio Club. 


Purpose (Mission Statement) 
The Club is a non-commercial association of persons interested in 
Amateur Radio, organized for the promotion*of interest in Amateur Radio 
communication, experimentation, and education, for the.establishment of 
emergency communications in the event of disasters or other 
emergencies, for the advancementof thepradio arhand the public welfare, 
for the representation of the radio‘amateur in, legislative matters, and for 
the maintenance of collegiality,and,a high standard of conduct. 


Non-Profit Organization 
The Club is a non-profitiorganization. No profit or gain shall inure to any 
individual. 


Non-Discrimination 
The Club shall be open tovall persons interested in Amateur Radio without 
regard to race, colorjreligion, national origin, gender, handicap or sexual 
preference. 


Bylaws 
The Club may adopt such Bylaws as are necessary or suitable. 


Adoption Of Articles And Bylaws 
These Articles and Bylaws shall be presented to a General Meeting for 
adoption. Upon approval by a majority of the members present they shall 
be considered adopted and placed in force. These Articles supersede any 
prior Articles, Constitution, and bylaws previously established. The officers 
shall affix their signatures to this document pursuant to the vote of the 
General Meeting. 
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Article I: Officers and Elections 


Section 1 Officers 


The Officers of The Club shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
and Treasurer. The duties of the officers are as follows: 


President 


The President shall be the Chief Executive Officer of The Club. 


The President shall have general supervision of the affairs of the Club, 
shall be the authorized signatory of all contracts and legal documents 
executed by The Club or shall assign another member to sign specific 
contracts or documents, except as indicated by a specific provision of the 
Bylaws, shall make reports to the membefs of he Club, and perform all 
such duties as are incident to the President's office or are properly 
required of the President by the Bylaws, Massachusetts state, and United 
States law. In addition, the President shall appoint all standing and special 
committees, serving as ex-officio member of each. The President shall 
chair the Executive Committee. 


The President shall receive reportsas*he/she may direct from all other 
officers and committee chairs. All updated documents, including but not 
limited to membership lists, dues receipts; and others pertaining to the 
organization, shall be provided to the President in a timely manner. 


Vice-President 


The Vice-President shall perform such duties as are incidental to the 
office. The Vice-President Shall assume all duties of the President in the 
absence, incapacitysor at the request of the President, and shall succeed 
the President in said office should the office be vacant. 


The Vice-President shall chair the standing Repeater Committee. 


Secretary 


The Secretary shall be responsible for all recording duties as required for 
the operation of The Club, have charge of The Club minutes, sign all such 
instruments as require the Secretary's signature, and shall make such 
reports and perform such duties as are incidental to the office. The 
Secretary shall have responsibility for minutes of all General, Special, and 
Business Meetings of The Club. The Secretary shall maintain custody of 
all Club Records, be responsible for assuring that notices for all Meetings 
or other designated events are issued, and perform such corresponding 
duties as are required for the operation of The Club. The Secretary shall 
keep a complete record of The Club's membership. 
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Treasurer 
The Treasurer Shall be the Chief Financial Officer of The Club. 


The Treasurer shall have custody of all funds and securities of The Club 
and deposit same in the name of The Club in such financial institutions as 
appropriate. 


The Treasurer shall sign all checks, and shall sign all other instruments as 
require the Treasurer's signature, and shall make such reports and 
perform such other duties as are incident to the office. The Treasurer shall 
be responsible for the collecting of dues and all other monies due The 
Club. The Treasurer shall make no distribution of funds without proper 
authorization by The Club. The Treasurer shall keep a complete record of 
The Club's financial condition and accounting of all Club money. An 
Annual Report shall be submitted to the members. An audit of the 
Treasurer's accounts may be made at anytime \by'an audit committee 
appointed by the President. Such committee shalliconsist of the Vice- 
President and two members. 


Eligibility for Office 
All members in good standing shall be eligible to hold any of the offices, 
except that no individual shall hold more thamone elected office at any 
one time. Further, all officerssshall bedicensed Amateur Radio operators. 


Term of Office 
The officers shall be elected to and serve terms of one year. 


Resignation of Officers 
Resignation of an officer shall be effective when received in writing by 
another officer. The replacement shall be appointed by the president and 
approved by the executive committee. 


Removal of Officers 
An officer of The Club may be removed from office only by a two thirds 
vote of the membership present at a Special Meeting called for that 
express purpose. 


Vacating Of Office 
When any officer shall vacate their office for any reason, they shall 
immediately turn over all items in their possession that belong to The Club 
to their successor or another officer if no successor is currently available. 
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Vacancy Of An Office 


Vacancy of an office shall be filled by appointment by the president and 
approved by the executive committee. The Officer so appointed serve the 
unexpired term of the vacant office. 


Section 2: Elections 
General Elections 


A nominating committee shall be appointed by the President at the April 
General meeting. The nominating committee shall present the nominees 
at the May General meeting. 


The officers of The Club shall be elected at the June General meeting and 
shall assume their duties at that time. 


Signed, sealed absentee ballots enumerating specific candidates for office 
may be accepted anytime prior to the vote for that office. No proxy ballots 
shall be accepted. 


Article Il: Committees and Meetings 


Section 1: Committees 


There shall be three standing committees: Executive, Membership, and 
Repeater Committees. The President shall appoint the chairperson of the 
Membership Committee and of any ad hoc committees. 


The Executive Committee shall be chaired by the President or his/her 
designated representative and consist of the elected officers and such 
members as Shall be appointed by the President. 


Committees shall’meetata time and place as prescribed by the President 
or the Chair of the committee. 


Committee membership shall be at the discretion of the committee chair 
with guidance from the President. Preference shall be considered for 
knowledge and/or skills necessary for the committee to effectively perform 
its duties. 


Ad hoc committees shall be formed as needed. The President shall 
appoint the chair of such a committee and define its scope. Ad hoc 
committees shall submit necessary reports and dissolve upon completion 
of their designated work. 
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Section 2: Meetings 


Types of Meetings 
There shall be three types of meetings. Business, General, and Special. 


Business Meetings 
Business Meetings shall be held quarterly at the time and location 
designated for such purpose by the President. Business Meetings were 
formally known as Executive Committee Meetings.* 


Financial and committee reports shall be given at the Business Meeting. 


Quorum 
A quorum shall be necessary to conduct business at any meeting. For a 
General or Special meeting a quorum shall consist of a minimum of ten 
per cent of the membership including a minimumof two elected officers. 
For a Business Meeting, a quorum shall consist of three officers and one 
Executive Committee member, or two officers and three Executive 
Committee members. 


Executive Committee Meeting 
The Executive Committee shall meet atsSuchtimes and places as directed 
by the President. Club Officers,and appointed members shall be eligible to 
vote. The Executive Committee meetings Shall be known and referred to 
as Business Meetings. 


General Meeting 
A General Meeting shall be called at least 10 months of each calendar 
year at a time and place as directed by the President.” Said meeting 
should be scheduled at a time and place so as to reasonably allow the 
maximum number of,members to attend. Said meeting shall conduct such 
business as the membership shall deem appropriate except where 
restricted by these Articles and Bylaws. 


If a General Meeting must be delayed or canceled due to unforeseen 
circumstances, such as, but not limited to, a snowstorm or other natural 
event, and there is no pending business of an immediate nature to be 
conducted, another club event such as Field Day or a holiday party may 
be substituted for the canceled meeting in order to meet the required 
number of monthly meetings. 


If pending business of an immediate nature exists, it shall be disposed of 
by the Executive Committee through the communications methods of e- 
mail and telephone. The President shall be empowered to act in such 
matters subject to the advice and consent of the Executive Committee. 
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Special Meeting 
A Special Meeting shall be called by a majority vote of the members 
present at a General meeting or an Executive Committee meeting and 
shall be held at a time and place directed by the President. A Special 
Meeting must be held no sooner than 10 days nor later than 30 days after 
the meeting at which the Special Meeting was called. Proper notice of said 
meeting must be given and shall consist of transmittal of the proposed 
action and the time and place of the meeting to the membership. The 
agenda of a Special meeting shall be restricted to the matter(s) for which it 
was Called. 


Article Ill: Membership 


All members shall be entitled to such privileges as are not prohibited by law, 
regulation or the rules of affiliated organizations...” 


Section 1: Types Of Membership 


Regular Membership 
A Regular member shall receive all benefits of membership. 


Adult Member: 
An Adult Member shall receivé,all benefits of membership. An Adult 
Member shall be considered a Regular Member." 


Junior Member: 
An individual who is under the age of eighteen shall join as a Junior 
Member. A Junior Member shall receive all benefits of membership. 
Dues for a Junior Member will be one half (72) of the amount required of 
an Adult member. }A Junior Member shall be considered a Regular 
Member." 


Senior Member: 
An individual who is sixty-five years of age or older may join as a Senior 
Member. A Senior Member shall receive all benefits of membership. Dues 
for a Senior Member will be one half (7) of the amount required of Adult 
member. A Senior Member shall be considered a Regular Member.’ 


Family Membership 
Family membership in The Club shall be open to all persons living in the 
same household as a Regular Member. Family Members shall have the 
same rights and privileges as regular members, except that mailed 
announcements shall be addressed to only the designated member in that 
household.’ 
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Partial Year Membership Dues 
Dues paid after June 30 shall be eligible for a rate of one half (72) of the 
amount for the full year. A member paying such amount shall be eligible 
for full membership benefits the same as if the full year rate were paid. 


Section 2: Conditions Of Membership 


Term of Membership 
The term of membership shall run concurrent with the calendar year. 


Application for Membership 
Application for Membership shall be made on an approved form and 
accompanied by payment of Dues. However, lack of filing the approved 
form shall not be sufficient cause for denial of membership. 


Member in Good Standing 
A Member shall be considered to be in good standing if their dues are 
current or in arrears by not more than threercalendarmonths after the start 
of the fiscal year. 


Revocation of Membership 
Membership may be revoked by The Club fomcause, pursuant to a review 
by the Executive Committee and presentation to the membership at a 
General Meeting for a majority vote. The person whose membership is 
being considered for revocation has the right to be heard before the 
Executive Committee atia Business Meeting, and by those members 
assembled at a General Meeting that are considering the revocation. 


Article IV: Fiscal Matters 


Section 1: Fiscal Matters Of The Club 


Fiscal Year 
The Fiscal year shall be the Calendar year. 


Membership Dues 
Dues shall be payable in an amount decided by a majority vote of an 
Executive Committee Meeting. Dues shall be payable at the beginning of 
a calendar year, or at such time as an application for membership is 
made. 


Expenditure Authorizations 
A General Meeting or Executive Committee Meeting may authorize the 
expenditure of any amount for any purpose. A Special Meeting may 
authorize the expenditure of any amount, but such expenditure(s) are 
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restricted to the agenda of the meeting. An individual Officer may 
authorize the expenditure of up to $100 dollars. 


Article V: Other 


Section 1: Dissolution 


Dissolution Of The Club 
The Club may be dissolved only by a two-thirds vote of the membership 
present at a Special Meeting properly called. 


In the event of the dissolution of The Club, the assets shall be donated by 
the officers of The Club to one or more non-profit organizations in such 
manner as defined in the bylaws. Such distribution of assets shall be 
determined at this Special Meeting and shall/be implemented by the 
officers per the direction of The Club membership. 


Section 2: Bylaws 


Adoption Of Bylaws 
These Articles and Bylaws shall be presented to a3General Meeting. Upon 
approval by a majority of members present they shall be adopted and 
immediately placed in force. 


Amendment Of Articles And Bylaws 
These Articles and Bylaws may\be amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present at a either a General Meeting or a Special Meeting 
called for Such purpose. 


Section 3: Parliamentary Authority 

Parliamentary Authority 

The parliamentary authority of The Club shall be the most recent edition of The 
Modern Edition of Robert's Rules of Order, published by Berkely Books. 


However, in any case where the Articles of Organization or the Bylaws of the 
Club differ from said authority those governing instruments shall prevail. ‘ 


Amendments to the Bylaws of the Boston Amateur Radio Club 


1. Per amendments passed by vote of the general meeting held January 20, 
1993. The officers of the Boston Amateur Radio Club hereby attest the 
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passage of the Amendments to the Bylaws as voted by the General 
Meeting held January 20, 1993. 

2. Passed by vote of the special meeting called prior to business meeting 
held June 6, 2002, as announced in the May 2002 SPARC. Changed 
from “monthly” to “at least 10 months.” 

3. Passed by vote of the General Meeting held June 6, 2002. The officers of 
the Boston Amateur Radio Club hereby attest the passage of the 
Amendments to the Bylaws as voted by the General Meeting held June 6, 
2002.
